CLEMENCEAU DECLARES 


Great Ovation when Fremier 
Reads Terms of Armistice 
With Austria. 


By the Associated Presa. 
PARIS, Nov. 6.—Premier Clemen- 


ceau was accorded a wonderful ova- 


| tion in the Chamber of Deputies yes- 
| terday as he read to the Deputies the 
| terms of the armistice with Austria- 


Hungary. He also said terms had 
been submitted to Germany. 

‘The terms to Germany,” said the 
Premier, “are what President Wilson 
himself recommended to us for the 
security of our troops, the main- 
tenance of our military superiority, 
and the disarmament of the enemy 
in so far as that is necessary to pre- 
vent a resumption of hostilities.” 

Clemenceau “declared that peace 
might not be so near as some might 
think but that he could, however, as- 
sure the Chamber that “the fate of 
the peoples henceforth was fixed.” 

Prolonged Cheering. 

There was prolonged cheering 
when the Premier announced that 
the allies had obtained the use of 
afl means of transport in Austria- 
Hlungary. 

Clemenceau was hailed as the “‘fa- 
ther of victory” as he mounted the 
tribune to announce the terms of the 
Austrian armistice. The Deputies all 
stood. The ovation lasted several 
minutes. 

During an address following the 
reading of the armistice terms there 
was intermittent cheering, especially 
when the Premier spoke of the ap- 
proach of full victory, the defeat of 
Austria-Hungary and the complete 
glory of France. 

The usual Socialist interruptions 
occurred, but the aged Premier re- 
mained unperturbed, defiantly 
smothering the taunts of the &pposi- 
tion.
